Gold Production.—The gold yield during February was 8,801 oz. crude, 
equal to 6,993 oz. fine, valued at £29,706, and showed a decrease of 
278 oz. fine, and £1,180 in value, compared with February of last year. 
The value of gold produced during the two months was £68,938, and 
showed a decrease of 8,094 oz. fine, and £34,379 in value in the figures 
for the corresponding period of last year. 


Savings Banks.—In the two institutions cperating in New South Wales 
there were 767,181 depositors, having £34,847,154 on deposit at the 
end of 1915. The deposits show an increase during the quarter of 
£234,126, and the average amount to the credit of each depositor 
was £45 8s. 5d., which is slightly lower than the previous quarter, 


Cost of Living, Sydney.—From the information collected each month (see 
Table 57) as to the retail prices in Sydney of food and groceries, it 
appears that in February, 1916, prices were 32°8 per cent. higher than 
in July, 1914, 27°6 per cent. higher than in February, 1915, and 3-1 
per cent. higher than in January, 1916. 


Meat, which is included in the results quoted above, shows prices in 
February, 1916, 62 per cent. higher than in July, 1914, 52:7 per 
cent, higher than in February, 1915, and 4:5 per cent. higher than in 
January, 1916. The principal increases occurred in the prices of meat 
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“_. {especially mutton), butter and eggs, while decreased prices ruled for 
potatoes and cheese. The following is a statement of the price levels

Land Selections.—During February, [50 applications were made for 75,906 
acres under the Crown Lands Act ; and 105,341 acres, representing 
139 blocks, were gazetted for residential settlement. Since the beginning 


of the year the number of applications has been 243, and the area 
applied for 112,961 acres. The original area gazetted for residential 
settlement since the lst January is 196,510 acres, representing 336 
blocks. 

Meteorology.—The rain received during February was generally light and 


scattered, although in the eastern districts of the State the falls 
were considered fairly satisfactory, and on the coastal area as a whole, 
were sutticient for immediate requirements. The districts including the 
North Coast, parts of the high-land, coastal areas and North-West Slopes, 
and a few places in the Riverina, received falls in excess of the average ; 
but elsewhere the registrations were considerably below normal, 
especially throughout the whole western half of the State, in which 
there was a serious deficiency. Extreme dryness exists in the far 
Western Division, and drought conditions prevail. 


Vital Statistics—Sydney and Suburbs—February, 1916.—The births regis- 
tered numbered 1,677, equal to 26°40 per 1,000 of population ; of the 
total, 862 were males and 815 females. The rate is satisfactory, although 
slightly below the average for the previous five years. 

The deaths numbered 638, namely, 342 males and 296 females, equal 
to a rate of 10:08 per 1,000 of population. The mortality rate is 9 per 
cent. above the average of the previous five years. The deaths were 
above the average in age groups 1 to 4 and 5 to 64 years, and below in 
deaths under 1 and 65 years and over. 

The infantile mortality was 72 per 1,000 births, being 6 per cent. 
below the average for February for the previous five years. 


New Buildings—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the several 
Town Clerks, there were erected, in the Metropolitan area, during 
February, 456 new buildings; the total for the two months, January 


and February, being 907.

Farms, with suspension of residence up to one year, are grented on certain conditicns. 


Change of policy may require alteration of the terms of assistance, or of the charges, 
Lut when once a farm is taken up the rent remains at the gazetted figures for a first period 
of 25 years.
